NEVER-ENDING STOR 


Three-and-a-half million visitors so far, have seen 
Beth Hatefutsoth’s portrayal of the story of the 
dispersion of the Jews. The museum, now celebrating 
its 10th birthday, was the brainchild of the late Nahum 
Goldmann, former president of the World Jewish 
Congress. In Goldmann’s words, the museum’s 
mission Is to portray the Jews’ struggle to survive.

Yael Levy, a 20-year-old Hebrew University student fram the U.S, , said she wis 
particularly fascinated by the exhibits dealing with fumily trees. Given her own 

genenlogy (ber Cuban-born father’s parents liniled from ‘Turkey, er mother’s 
parents from Czechoslovakia), thal was not surprising. 

On her first visit, a woman fram Bombay dressed ina sari voiced what may be the most 
common complaint heard about the museum. Why, she asked, wasn't there inure about the Jews 
from my region? 

But if the museum's coverage fails for some visitors, it strikes a chord in others. An Austrilian 
journalist, describing her own reactions to the muscum, talked of an overwhelming surge of 
emotion when she found herself standing next to a replica of Prague's Altneuschul. 

The Altneuschul is the oldest synagogue in Europe still in use. Built below strect level around 
the 13th century, it has a sharply sloped roof, and an arched ceiling. But it wasn't just the finely 
crafted model that brought tears to her eyes; it was the association with her father’s past. 

Her father had his bar mitzva there shortly after Hitler's armies invaded the Sudetenland. 
Shortly afterwards her father was sent to an agriculture school in Palestine. “The image of the 
Altncuschul was frozen in his mind,” she said. “When 1 saw it, it brought to mind all those 
images given to me during my childhood and 1 felt that [ had been transported to Prague." 


nthe basement, out of sight of the museum's visitors, are the photo archives. As the 
museum has grown, so have the archives, now comprising 150,000 photos, slides and 
other pictorial material and considered the most comprehensive collection dealing with 
Jewish life in the world. 
One day an elderly woman arrived and suid she wanted to donate some photographs of 
a Lithuanian town called Vilkaviskis. Staff members volunteered te show her the archive’s only 
photo of the town. Though she said she didn’t recognize anyone in it. the woman later sent along 
a friend from the same town to look at the photo. “After a look, tears came to his eyes," recalled 
archivist Ruth Porter. “It was a wedding photo of his parents that he'd never seen. He came to 
Palestine at the age of 15 or 16.” 

Beth Hatefutsoth also takes an active role in acquiring archival material. On one occasion 
they had to smuggle glass negatives dating from World War | out of an Eastern bioc country, 
said David Silber, the museum's depuly director. The museum also documents vanishing Jewish 
communities -- sometimes clandestinely. 

“We're doing a great job in ...(a certain Arab country),” said Silber, “bul if you publish the 
faci while the photographer is still in the country, the guy will be murdered." 

Another delicate situation concerns some Marranos who only will cooperate with the 
photographer if precautions are taken not to disclose their identity to their Christian neighbours. 
So fearful are these Marranos that they celebrate Passover weeks before or after the recognized 
dates in order to deflect suspicion. 

Although there is more pressure to document the vanishing Jewish cammunities, he museum 
is also collecting photographs of Jewish communities in Western countries. They may seem 
mundune, Silber said, but so did photographs of European Jewry until the Holocaust set their 
world on fire. “The trivia of taday become ihe history of tumorrow.” Q

WILD PLANTS, growing in abun- 
dance, are one of our most impor- 
tant sources of drugs of various 
kinds. Because of this importance, 
many experts have become alarmed 
at the rate at which many wild spe- 
cies are disappearing around the 
world. Some of these are already 
known for their medicinal value, 
while a good many others are as yet 
untested, although in many cases 
they are known for their medicinal 
qualities in native folklore. 

It would be impossible to list here 
all the wild plants in Israe! that have 
medicinal value, but some are com- 
mon and well-known. Plants of the 
Ferula family, for instance, are the 
source of certain anti-coagutants 
and stimulants. These plants, 
known in Hebrew as kelach, are the 
bane of shepherds. They are very 
toxic to sheep and goats, causing 
their blood to lose its ability to coag- 
ulate. Any shepherd whose flock 
has ever got into a patch of this 
plant, which in some ways resembles 
dill and anise, knows how deadly it 
is. In some parts of the world the

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seeds are used as a spice, but have to 
be stored for several years or spe- 
clally treated before they lose their 
toxicity. 

Other plants with useful chemical 
Properties include ranunculi, al- 
oes, carobs, mandrakes, and one go- 
ing back into antiquity ~ fenugreek. 
‘This dark green plant with clover- 
like leaves js better known in Israel 
as hilbe, a spice widely used by Jews 
from Yemen and one that has also 
become popular among other ethnic 
groups. The first mention I have 
ever noted regarding this plant is in 
the Mishna but there is a very inter- 
esting reference to it in The Jewish 
Wars of Josephus Flavius. Accord- 
ing to this account, fenugreek was 
boiled up in pots and then poured

Speaking during a recent press 
tour of the ultra-sophisticated 
television studio presently under 
construction in the building hous- 
Ing the Israel Radio news divi- 
sion, Porat said that it was illogi- 
cal for IBA depariments to be 
scattered all over the capital. The 
long-range plan, he disclosed, 
was to house all departments In 
what ls to become Broadcasting 
City in the Romema 
neighbourhood. 

The IBA is negotiating pur- 
chase of the land adjacent to Isra- 
al Television, currently the site of 
the Jerusalem Fire Brigade, 
which is targeted for administra- 
tive offices and another studio. 

The Israel Radio news division 
transferred to Romema in De- 
camber 1986. Construction of the 
$3.6 million state-of-the-art news 
division was planned and super- 
visad by Nakdimion Rogel, the 
(BA's deputy director-general in 
charge of special projects. Rogal, 
8 respected expert on all aspects 
of radio and television, has boen

Talking about the new $1.3m. 
television studio -- which will 
have cast $2m. by the time it is 
completed in August/September 
~ Rogel said It would have been 
easier to work from scratch, In- 
stead, he had to improvise and 
create something new within an 
old building. The walls of the ex- 
isting structure could not be torn 
down since sections of the build- 
ing were in use during 
construction. 


PORAT DECIDED to build the new 
television studio a little over four 
years ago when he first took of- 
fice. Rogel was showing him 
around ITV's ramshackle pre- 
mises, when they entered a huge 
storeroom. Valuable space was 
being wasted and, with legisla- 
tion permitting cable and com- 
mercial television apparently just 
around the corner, the IBA was 
spurred into action, If TV was to 
compete, it had to have the best 
posssible technical facilities of its 
own at Its disposal. 

To dato, ITV has been limited 
by 5 lack of production facilities. 
Most of its productions have 
boson televised in other studios, 
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primarily Herzliya Studios, at the 
cost of $5,000 per day for ser- 
vices. ITV's annual costs for ex- 
ternal production services border 
on $1m. 

None of the other studios in 
Israel, according to Rogel, have 
sufficient electrical power to op- 
erate air-conditioning systems 
while filming. The new ITV studio 
is the only one, he claimed, In 
which air-conditioning and film- 
ing can take place concurrently. 

The studio is equipped with 14 
cameras, 174 over-head lights 
and 66 wall lights. There are also 
dressing rooms, toilets with 
showers and @ spacious make-up 
room. 

Both Porat and Roge! pointed 
out that the new studio will repre- 
sent not only a financial saving, 
but a considerable saving in time 
by cutting out travel between Je- 
rusalem and Herzliya. 

The studio's first production 
will be a This is Your Life special, 
in tribute to ITV's 20th 
anniversary. 

As soon as this latest project Is 
aut of the way, Rogel wili start 
seeking new premises for ITV's 
Tet Aviv-based radio and televi- 
sion stations. As yet, no sultable 
site has been found, but the IBA is 
working closely with the Tel Aviv 
municipality to resolve tha 
problem.

galit was formerly head of the 
news division in Tel Aviv and Kital 
was the news coordinator and des- 
ignated to be main news division 
head in place of Yigal Rom, the 
IBA's current West European cor- 
respondent.

THE GRASS IS greener out there; 
but the hearts are more divided -- 
at least of those exposed to Jewish 
education; or at least In England; 
or at least of those who meet our 
microphones, 

A double dose of Diaspora Jaw- 
ry, which eli networks delight in 
covering In considerable detail, 
came on two days In 8 row. Last 
Thursday, the Second Channel 
gave us a look at the Jews of Latin 
America, and the following day the 
Army Channel tock us to the “αἱ- 
vided hearts” of London Jewry. 

(am sure that Zionist and Jew- 
ish education are wonderful 
things; but when you hear the 
babble of distant confusion and 
earnest soul-searching, It — weil, it 
makes you wonder. To me, it 
brings to mind the curious fact that 
among the most convinced and 
uncritical Zionists | know, here in 
provincial Galilee, are several who 
were born far from Judaism. 

I didn't listen too closely to the 
Latin American programme, a se- 
rlas which has been running for 
some time.

it's deserlbed in good Hebrew with 
8 charming Portuguese accent. 

If you like clubs, It sounds great 
— especially the part about the lux- 
urlous areas where the rich live. | 
must have missed references to 
poverty, or kidnapped babies.

We were tald at the start by an 
allya emissary that this is a com- 
munity in decline, and ultimately 
doomed, There are 350,000 Jews 
In the United Kingdom, but as a 
participant sald, there may be 
None at all in about four genera- 
tlons, eroded by assimilation or 
allya. It was compared negatively 
to America’s Jewish community --

“They're too young for the idea 
of allya to be a threat to thelr par- 
ents,” explained the headmistress. 
They tearn Jewish and lsraell his- 
tory, but nothing about modern 
politics — they're young, after all -- 
“and nothing after 1982.” 

When asked where Rosh Pina 
might be, one child piped, “in 
England.” 

At the high-school level, things 
get more complicated: parents 
don’t want thelr children sold on 


allya. The emissary thought It, 


may be necessary to have a.“fam- 
lly approach” to the threatening 


idea of living In Israel — which be- 
gins to sound {lke psychotherapy. 
The school’s most dedicated stu- 
dent said he really didn’t think he’d 
come, though he’s “very Zionist” 
after his trip to Israel, A teen-age 
girl said she was sure she would, 
“but her Hebrew [5 terrible.” 


AMONG THE YOUNG adults, we 
heard several professionals, all 
very wall-spoken and happy In En- 
gland; they didn’t sound at all IIke 
crazed soccer fans. Thay warrled 
about readjustment, and sald that 
“Israel needs us hare, not just for 
the money but as unpaid 
ambassadors.” 

Anti-Semitism was noted, “but 
English antl-Semitism Is what isn’t 
sald.” On the other hand, one 
young woman claimed that it’s 
easy to assimilate: “English socl- 
ety Is not religious, and young 
pone don't class you by your 

ackground.” But still another 
said, “When you go to university, 
you're ἃ minority; you keep a low 
profile.” 

How complicated it all seemed, 
on an Israeli evening. | feel sorry 
for those young people with their 
“divided hearts,” as the pro- 
gramme Ineisted. It's hard enough 


to be young without feeling guilty 
about not coming; or coming and 
feeling an outsider, as one young 
woman was sure she would (and 
feeling an outsider in England ag 
well}, 

Heavens! How lucky | was never 
to have heard, when young, one 
solitary word about Zionism. | 
lived In England after leaving 
America, and encountered my 
vary first “committed Jaws.” They 
were rich, but | thought they were 
having an uneasy time with their 
self-lmages, though this was a 
generation ago. 

It’s hard to be an English gentle- 
man when you're Jewish (nabody 
ever talks about American gentle- 
men} ~ hard for Benjamin Disraeli, 
for Isalah Berlin, and It might have 
been hard even for Abba Eban.

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Cinema Dan Fainaru 


AFTER A LONG, dry spell of bar- 
ren movie landscapes, there is final- 
ly a comedy to recommend 
wholeheartedly. 

Baghdad Cafe is the kind of anon- 
ymous picture — no famous stars, no 
production values, no great reputa- 
tion as far as the audience at large is 
concerned — that manages to do the 
trick and touch a secret nerve. It 
displays unlimited sympathy for its 
characters, all of them disarmingly 
human, whatever virtues or weak- 
nesses they happen to possess. 

The film may not come as a sur- 
prise to movie buffs, who may have 
already heard of German director 
Percy Adion, and even seen a cou- 
ple of his films, which were shown at 
various Cinematheques on special 
occasions. 

Celeste, his first, was a marvellous 
study in immobility, based on the 
memoirs of Marcel Proust's house- 
keeper, noting in minute detail her 
service routines, which consisted 
mainly of patiently waiting on the 
bedridden writer. 

The other, Sugar Baby, was an 
astonishing love story between an 
extremely corpulent lady mortician 
and a young, handsome, but not 
very bright subway conductor. A 
pairing which appeared ridiculous at 
first sight became, under Adlon’s 
direction, a minor but delightful ro- 
mance, as Marianne Stigebrecht of- 
fers a touching, intelligent, well- 
measured performance, her nude 
scenes with the handsome lover hap- 
pily ecstatic, not one little bit risible. 

A couple of Bavarian tourists 
drive through the Mojave Desert. 
Their car gets stuck, they have an 
argument and the wife is dumped 
unceremoniously in the middle of 
nowhere, as her angry husband 
drives away. With typical German 
determination, she carries her heavy 
luggage along the dusty road under 

the scorching sun, until she reaches 
a rundown truck-stop motel known 
as the Baghdad Cafe, 

Brenda, the bitter, slovenly black 
woman who keeps (he place, is sad- 
died with a useless bum of a man, ἃ 
teenage son who does nothing but 
practise Bach silently, a teenage 
daughter delighted to go along with 
anyone willing to give her a tumble, 
and a baby who cries its head off at 
the most inopportune moments, 

The German lady, unexpectedly 
named Jasmin, wishes to rent a 
toom in the motel for the night, and 
this is the beginning of what seems 
an impossible relationship between 
perfect orderliness and utter confu- 
sion as represented by the two wom- 
en, and ends up as a beautiful and 
unusual story of friendship. 

Helping along are the other cafe 
regulars: Rudi Cox. a former Holly- 
wood-set painter who rents a cara- 
van next door and paints the desert 
until Jasmin comes slong to become 
his muse; Debby, the tattoo artist 
who services the occasional custom- 
er; and Cahuenga, the Indian who 
helps serve (he coffee and prepare 
the foad.. ; 


THE BEAUTY of this film fies in 
the small moments.

MARIO DORETTI (b.Rome, 
1929), is an architect turned painter, 
here since 1974. His essentially ro- 
mantic coils, mostly of idealized 
young women, are impeccably ren- 

- dered in a neo-classic, quasi-mural 
style, with Dorettt employing a sort 
of surrealist montage to breakup the 
straightforward decorative-figura- 
tive approach. With this end in 
mind, he also has a penchant for 
covering or omitting one eye; the 
eyes, by the way, being the onl 
weak point in his careful, no-ris 
rendering. Doretti has a gift for tu- 
minous, pleasant colour that per- 
fectly complements subjects that are 
hard to associate with the local 
scene, either inside or outside the 
studio.

IT WOULD BE misleading to de- 
scribe Museum Beit Uri and Rami 
Nechustan at Kibbutz Ashdot-Ya'a- 
cov Meuhad (on the southern bank 
of the Kinneret) as anything other 
than a small, sleepy venue whose 
potential as a Serious orl centre has 
not yet bean even partially tapped.
